Claims of the above two patent applications 
are very similar to those claimed herein. However, applicants have proviso out the 
compounds that read on the above patent applications. Applicants have also cited 
references that explains the term solvate etc, which are well known in the chemical art. 
The closest prior art is US 2004/0072868, which on pages 15-104, teach structurally 
similar compounds, composition and method of use as claimed herein. However, 
applicants have proviso out that RIO and R1 1 cannot both be hydrogen, when Z is CH, 
or N, Y is O, thus obviating the rejection. Additionally, Wl, W2 and W3 together are a 
different group than B and B attached to the CH group. There is no motivation to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to arrive at the claimed compounds, using the prior art of record, 
and hence the instant claims are allowable.
